Gold Miners Win Cut 
In Hours, Better Pay 


An A. F. of L. union of gold 
miners, Modesto, Calif., through ef- 
fective organization followed by ne- 
gotiation with operators, have suc- 
ceeded in working out a new agree- 
ment bringing many advantages to 
these workers. 

The work week, formerly aver- 
aging sixty hours or more, has been 
set at 48 hours. The men will also 
get a week’s vacation with half the 
former seven days’ pay, something 
entirely new in the industry, and 
regarded as a start toward further 
gains. Also, three holidays, instead 
of two as formerly, are recognized 
by the operators. 


When workers do not receive 
enough wages to buy the goods 
they create, labor unions and union 
labels will correct the system.

Non-Union Shops Paying As 
Low As $11 A Week; Are 


Chiseling on Prices 


“Some 560 barber shops are in 
negotiations with the barbers’ un- 
ion. These shops will continue their 
friendly relationship with the union 
providing union members and their 
friends demand the union shop 
card.” 


The above statement was made 
this week to delegates to the local 
labor council by delegates from the 
barbers’ union. 


“In non-union shops,” the dele- 
gates said, “barbers are paid as low 
as $11.00 a week; shop owners are 
chiseling on prices and in most 
cases cheap materials are used 
These shops do not want union pat- 
ronage, if they did they would dis- 
play the union card and pay the 
union wage scale.” 


Members of organized labor, their 
families and friends must take an 
interest in the union shop card, If 
union conditions and a decent liv- 
ing wage is to be maintained in this 
locality . . . then it’s your duty, un- 
ion men and women to see to it 
that you only support those places 
displaying the union card of the 
barbers international union. 


GARAGE EMPLOYERS 
WARN OF FARIR IN 
ORGANIZING FIELD 


According to reports from the 
garage employes’ union here Al 
Larsen, a former secretary of the 
union, is in the field organizing 
workers in the garage business for 
the CIO. 

This individual, union represen- 
tatives say, is about to be expelled 
from the international brotherhood 
of teamsters. He is in no way con- 
nected with Garage Employes’ Un- 
ion, Local No. 78 and should not be 
recognized in the organizing field. 

Recently the brotherhood dis- 
solved the filling station employes’ 
union and placed its membership in 
the garage employes’ union. 

Larson, the report says, is organ- 
izing for the oil field, gas and re- 
finery workers, under the CIO.

To Discuss Cannery 
Workers’ Wage Scale 


Progress in the negotiations: 
a 1938 wage, hour and working con- 
dition agreement for more than 
60,000 Northern and Central Califor- 
nia fruit and vegetable cannery 
workers was reported today by Ed- 
ward D, Vandeleur, secretary of the 
California State Federation of lLa- 
bor, which is acting as bargaining 
agency for workers. 

At the last meeting with repre- 
sentatives of the California Proces- 
sors & Growers’ association, acting 
for the cannery operators, the much 
discussed issue of seniority was ten- 
tatively settled, a compromise ten- 
tatively reached for a basic 10-hour 
day instead of the 8-hour original 
demand, and various minor clauses 
agreed upon. 

The wage issue has to date only 
been touched upon, Vandeleur said, 
but will probably be the issue at the 
next meeting with the employers, to 
be held within the next ten days or 
two weeks,

The necessity for adequate “fol- | 
w-up” in the administration of

A striking example of this may 
be cited in Cleveland, Ohio, where 
Flora M. Blake, deputy of the state 
minimum wage division, collected 
about $4400 in back wages for 
chambermaids in Cleveland hotels.

“Under our agreement,” James 
Suffridge, secretary of the union 
said, “our members are prohibited 
from working before 8 a. m. and 
after 7 p.m. with no work Sundays. 
Our agreement will be strictly en- 
forced by our membership. Stores 
remaining open before or after the 
specified hours or on Sundays 
should not be supported by union 
members even though the union 
card may appear in the window. 
Members of the clerks’ union will 
not under any condition violate 
their agreement with the employ- 
ers,” 

Suffridge said that certain em- 
ployers, displaying the union store 
card, are remaining open after 
hours and on Sundays. These stores 
Suffridge further stated, should not 
be patronized only during union 
hours when a union clerk is on

REFUSED IN STOCKTON 


| Judge Upholds Right to Secondary 


Boycott in Case at Stockton 

According to George Hunt, busi- 
ness representative of Milk Wagon 
Drivers’ Union, Local 302, Judge 
Woodward of the superior court of 
Stockton, in denying an injunction 
sought by the Happyholmes dairies, 
in a test suit brught against the 
milk wagon drivers’ union, upheld 
the right of the drivers’ union to 
conduct a “secondary” boycott in 
assisting Milkers’ Union, Local 304, 
by refusing to handle “unfair” milk. 

The judge in his decision, although 
finding that there was no so-called 
“labor dispute” nevertheless, re- 
fused to issue an injunction against 
the milk wagon drivers’ union. 

The Happyholmes milk was be- 
ing shipped into the Shuey cream- 
ery. The milkers’ union claimed a 
lockout and picketed the Happy- 
holmes dairies. The central labor 
council recognized the action of the 
milkers’ union and the drivers’ un- 
ion threatened Shuey with strike if 
they were forced to handle the “un- 
fair’ milk, é 

The result was the bringing of an 
injunction suit against the drivers’ 
and milkers’ unions. This is the sec 
ond case brought to test the right 
the drivers’ union to conduct 2 
‘secondary” boycott. A similar case 
is now under submission before 
Judge Caminetti on a matter aris- 
ing in Marin county and involving 
the Milk Wagon Drivers’ Union, Lo- 
eal 226 of San Francisco. 

Hunt stated, “The milk wagon 
drivers’ union have consistently re-

At present all firemen work 84 
hours a week with no day off. This 


long week is equal to 
work week of the average mechanic, 
firemen say. 

Under the present charter fire 
men are compelled to work 84 hours 
a week without a day off. Should 
the new provision pass the voters 
of Oakland the work week would 
be reduced to 72 hours. 

Organized labor would favor the 
shorter work-week as it now advo- 
vates for all other workers.

Local Council Delegates Vote 
Out Affiliation With John 
Lewis’ CIO League 


Organized labor, as represented 
by the Central Labor Council of 
Alameda county, voted by a large 
majority vote not to seat delegates 
in the CIO non-partisan league. The 
vote was taken at the last meeting 
of the local council Monday night.

Interest in this meeting is state- 
wide, and every A. F. of L. union in 
the state will be entitled to be rep- 
resented by two delegates.

Garage Employes’ 78 
Appoint Dave Hoyt 
Asst. Representative 


Dave Hoyt, one of the younger 
members of organized labor, was 
recently appointed assistant busi- 
ness representative of Garage Em- 
ployes’ Union, Local No, 78, 

Hoyt is now in the field organiz- 
ing under the guidance of R. 8. Ash; 
general business manager. 
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The national labor relations board has once more undertaken 
to nullify an agreement negotiated by a union affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. 

On June 9, 1937, the international association of machinists 
negotiated a closed shop agreement with the Zenite Metal cor- 
poration, of Indianapolis, Indiana. The corporation’ manufac- 
tures auto stampings, moldings, grilles and other metal products. 
On February 21, the labor board directed the company ‘to cease 
giving effect to its June 9, 1937, closed shop contract with the 
international association of machinists,’ and ordered the com- 
pany to post notices “that a worker need not become or remain 
an IAM member to secure or retain a job in the plant,” and “that 
the closed shop contract is void.” 

President William Green, of the American Federation of 
Labor, condemned in strong language the labor board’s decision. 
“The national labor relations board,” he said, “again has ex- 
ceeded its legal authority by attempting to nullify the closed 
shop contract between the internationa! association of machin- 
ists and the Zenite corporation of Indianapolis. 

“In its decision the board arbitrarily directed the company 
to cease giving effect to the contract and to bargain, upon re- 
quest, with the United Automobile Workers of America as the 
exclusive agency of its employes. ; 

“It is startlingly significant that in this case the board failed 
to order an election to determine which union the employes 
themselves desired to represent them for the purpose of collective 
bargaining. 

“T am informed that the international association of machin- 
ists now has and has had at all times during the negotiations 
prior to the signing of the contract, a clear majority of the em- 
ployes of this company. 

“Under these circumstances the decision and orders issued 
by the board can ' nly as outright coercion of the 
employ: i is case. 

“The & Labor will not submit to such 
an outlandish and arbi ecision. It will support to the fullest 
degree any steps the inter association of machinists may 
see fit t upset the board’s ruling.” 
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Labor Board Nullification of Union 
Agreements

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The concise and comprehensive proposal of the American 
Federation of Labor relative to federal regulation of minimum 
wages and maximum hours in the low-wage and long-hour in- 
dustries contained in the federation’s bill providing for the estab- 
lishment of minimum labor standards in employments in and 
affecting interstate commerce will undoubtedly meet with the 
approval of all progressive and constructive groups. 

In plain and non-technical language the bill declares: 

“It shall be unlawful to employ any person in any employ- 
ment affecting interstate or foreign commerce at a wage less than 
40 cents an hour, or at work in excess of 8 hours per day or more 
than 40 hours in any one week, or to employ any person under 
the age of 16 years for hire, unless herein otherwise provided, 
and provided, that in case of emergency the provisions of this 
act shall not apply during the period of such emergency; provid- 
ed, such employer affected filed with the state labor commis- 
sioner or other proper state official designated by law a sworn 
statement as to the necessity for such action; provided, further 
that such employer shall pay to his workers during such emer- 
gency wages of not less than time and one-half for work in ex- 
cess of 8 hours per day or 40 hours in any one week.” 

In addition the bill bans the shipment in interstate commerce 
of child labor and convict labor products. 

The enforcement of the measure is placed in the hands of the 
federal department of justice, without the intervention of labor 
boards or similar agencies. 

The bill exempts from its provisions persons engaged in 
“agriculture” broadly defined and employers who have collective 
bargaining agreements with unions affiliated with “a recog- 
nized, bona fide national labor organization” providing for higher 
minimum wages and shorter maximum hours than those set forth 
in the act. 


Amending the Labor Relations Act 


The position of the American Federation of Labor on amend- 
ing the national labor relations act was definitely set forth in a 
statement by William Green, president of the federation, in con- 
nection with certain changes in the act recommended by the 
president’s business advisory council. Mr. Green said: 

“It is not the law but the administration of the law which is 
at fault. I fully agree with the statement in an editorial in the 
New York World-Telegram of February 18 that there is noth- 
ing in the law which gives the national labor relations board or 
its agents power to favor any particular form of labor organ- 
ization and that there is nothing in the law which gives its bless- 
ing to coercion, either by union or management. 

“This same editorial presents a viewpoint with which the 
American Federation of Labor is in accord when it further states: 

“Tt is the labor board and not the Wagner act which should 
be amended. The act itself is a straight-forward pronouncement 
of public policy, the core of which is the protection of American 
workers in their right to organize and bargain collectively. 

“ But the administration of that act, in too many instances 
and in too many regions, has been fumbling and partisan and 
has tended unjustly to bring the act itself into disrepute. So we 
repeat what we have often said before:—The best way to protect 
the Wagner act is to separate some of its maladministrators 
from the public payroll’.” 

Mr. Green pointed out the federation is sponsoring one 
amendment to the act making it obligatory on the labor board 
to permit members of a craft union in any plant to determine 
for themselves the collective bargaining unit they wish to repre- 
sent them.
